AN innocent family fear they have 
been put in danger of vigilante attacks 
after letters claiming a paedophile is 
living in their home were circulated in 
the neighbourhood. 

The family of three, who live in Ridgeways 
on the Church Langley estate in Harlow, are 
worried for their property and personal safety 
after their detached house was identified as 
the home of a sex offender recently released 
from prison. 

Anonymous warning letters sent to an unknown 
number of surrounding households on Friday 
name a man and describe in graphic detail offences 
he is said to have committed against a six-year-old 
boy. 

But investigations by the Star this week 
revealed the man named in the letters does not, and 
never has, lived anywhere near Ridgeways. Essex 
Police also confirmed that the allegations are 
entirely fictitious and malicious. 

Officers are said to be investigating the source 
of the letters, although it is unclear whether any 
criminal offence has been committed by the 
author.

One letter which was passed on to the Star 
states: “He was sentenced to seven years imprison¬ 
ment [and] served only three of those years under 
this liberal-type government for raping a six-year- 
old boy three times. 

“I believe these type of people never change and 


at least I can sleep at nights knowing I have warned 
my fellow neighbours of the low-lifes that are 
slowly moving into our area.” 

It also makes reference to the Church Langley 
Committee. No organisation of that name exists 
and the Church Langley Community Association 
confirmed it had no knowledge of the letters. 

It is understood the family in the house received 
a separate letter saying their lives would be “made 
a living hell”. 

The family were unavailable for comment this 
week but neighbour David Martin, a serving police 
officer, described the letters as “disgusting”. 

“I know my neighbours and they are the nicest 
couple you could ever meet,” he said. “They’ve 
lived here for years and they’ve got a lovely young 
daughter. 

“These false allegations could make their lives 
an absolute misery and they’ve done nothing 
wrong at all. If some vigilante type got hold of one 
of these letters they could turn up and firebomb 
the house without even thinking.” 

A spokeswoman for Essex Police said: “We are 
aware of malicious letters being circulated in a 
Harlow street which make various allegations. We 
believe these to be fictitious and are looking into 
the matter.”

Cameron does 
his Party piece

TUESDAY evening’s news 
may have been dominated by 
events involving Barack 
Obama and the Democratic 
nomination for US presi¬ 
dent, but closer to home 
Harlow residents were giving 
their own enthusiastic respo¬ 
nse to an aspiring political 
leader. 

Around 200 people squeezed 
into St John’s Arts and Recre¬ 
ation Centre in Old Harlow as 
Conservative Party leader David 
Cameron visited the town at the 
start of a nationwide tour of pub¬ 
lic question-and-answer sessions. 

Mr Cameron spent an hour being 
quizzed on various issues ranging 
from the European Union to law and 
order, pensions, health care, and 
housing from an audience made up of 
people from across the political spec¬ 
trum. 

Introducing himself to laughter 
after tongue-tied chairman Tony Hall 
mistakenly said his party leader 
would be “exposing himself”, Mr 
Cameron told the gathering he was 
frustrated with the lack of direct dia¬ 


logue in modern politics and wanted 
to resurrect the concept of public 
meetings. 

He said he was in Harlow to con¬ 
vince people that change is possible, 
citing radical reforms to policing in 
New York, education in Sweden and 
the economy in Ireland as examples 
Britain could follow. 

His priority would be to mend the 
country’s “broken” society, adding: 
“It’s as big a task, if not a bigger task, 
as when 25 or 30 years ago we had to 
fix Britain’s broken economy.” 

Leading the questions was Colleen 
Morrison, who provided Mr Cameron 
with the opportunity to set out his 


stance on the EU Reform Treaty. This 
was followed by a question about 
how the Tories would tackle knife 
crime. 

In what was largely an easy ride for 
Mr Cameron - despite the presence 
of political opponents and non-party 
supporters - he faced his toughest 
questioning on pensions and tax. 

Mr Cameron’s pledge to restore the 
link between pensions and earnings, 
scrapped by his own party back in 
1980, failed to win over Harlow 
Pensioners’ Action Association chair¬ 
man Les Coben, while another ques¬ 
tioner unsuccessfully demanded a 
promise to cut petrol duty. Mr 
Cameron said he “couldn’t wave a 
magic wand”. 

He also faced a grilling from 
newly-elected Conservative council¬ 
lor Russell Perrin who challenged an 
incoming Tory government to scrap 
university tuition fees, a move Mr 
Cameron said was not affordable. 

Replying to Harlow Civic Society 
vice-chairman John Curry who 
bemoaned Harlow’s impending hous¬ 
ing growth and asked if there was 
another way, Mr Cameron said local 
people should have a much greater 
say as to where new houses are built 
and that tackling family breakdown 
and cutting immigration would ease 
housing pressure 

“Today there are five million peo¬ 
ple on out-of-work benefits who are 
of working age,” he said. “One of the 
reasons we’ve got so many people 
coming into this country to work is 
because we’re so bad at getting those 
people back into jobs.” 

Afterwards, Conservative prospec¬ 
tive Parliamentary candidate Robert 
Halfon said: “This wasn’t a Tory 
meeting, it was a genuinely open 
event so I was very heartened by how 
positive the audience reaction was. 

“If I’m honest I was amazed by 
how much interest this generated. We 
had 200 people there but we could 
have had 1,000 if we’d had the space.”

HARLOW Council has defended 
its decision to allow a private 
company to use unpaid school- 
children to take part in a pan¬ 
tomime during term-time. 

The youngsters will join profes¬ 
sional members of the New 
Pantomime Productions cast on 
stage for 39 performances of 
Snow White and the Seven Dwarfs, 


including a week of matinees 
before schools break up for 
Christmas.

A spokesman for Harlow 
Council said: “The welfare of the

Beautician stole 
gems from friend 


A BEAUTICIAN who stole 
jewellery and cash totalling 
more than £40,000 from a 
friend has been told she 
must appear at Crown 
Court for sentence. 

Chantale Morris was arrest¬ 
ed outside a shop where she 
had sold some of the jewellery 
she had taken from Jane 
Milligan for just £2,200. 

Morris (38), of Lady shot, 
Harlow, pleaded guilty to two 
charges of theft when she 
appeared at Harlow Court on 
Thursday. The magistrates com¬ 
mitted the case to Chelmsford 
Crown Court for sentence. 

Prosecutor Rupert Kent told 
the court that Morris met her vic¬ 
tim while working as a nail tech¬ 
nician at a beauty salon in 
Harlow. She stole the jewellery, 


including Rolex watches and 
designer gems, from Ms 
Milligan’s home in Wicken 
Bonhunt after being invited to 
stay. 

Ms Milligan did not realise her 
jewellery was missing until sev¬ 
eral weeks later, by which time 
Morris had stolen a further 
£1,300 from her bag while she 
was having her hair cut at the 
salon. 

Although Ms Milligan recov¬ 
ered £30,000 worth of the jew¬ 
ellery and was paid back the 
£1,300 after Morris confessed 
her crimes to her, the remaining 
items had already been melted 
down. 

Andrew Clouser, representing 
Morris, made a request to the 
court that she should be released 
on unconditional bail until her 
appearance at the crown court on 
July 10, an application which was 
granted by the mag¬ 
istrates. 

Speaking after¬ 
wards, Ms Milligan 
said she felt let 
down by Morris 
whom she had con¬ 
sidered a friend. 

“She seemed like 
such a nice friend 
but I’m absolutely 
livid and gutted that I 
trusted her so much,” 
she said. “I can’t bel¬ 
ieve how someone 
could abuse my trust 
so much.”

REFUSE and recycling has 
become a key issue in cam¬ 
paigning ahead of next 
week’s Harlow Council by- 
election. 

Still reeling from its defeat in 
last month’s local election, 
Labour is pinning its hopes of 
retaining Harlow Common on 
public opposition to the intro¬ 
duction of fortnightly bin 
rounds.

Johnson this week accused Labour 
of performing a U-turn for political 
expediency. 

He claimed it was Labour and the 
Liberal Democrats who first consid¬ 
ered fortnightly collections and that 
Labour’s representative on the 
working group, Edna Stevens, pre¬ 
viously supported the move. 

“The Labour group are being 
totally disingenuous,” said Mr 
Johnson. “This was supposed to be 
a cross-party approach and we’ve 
gone along with it in good faithbut 
now suddenly, because they’re in 
opposition, they are against it. 

“Edna Stevens is saying one thing 
behind closed doors and the Labour 
group is saying something totally 
different to the press and in their 
campaign leaflets.” 

Labour spokesman Tony Durcan 
insisted his party’s position had 
been clear for some time, adding: 
“We accept recycling rates have to 
be improved but we should educate, 
not regulate, to achieve this.”

Positive changes to collections 
of refuse could be a good thing 


SIR, Further to the article “ Threat to weekly 
refuse collection’' 1 (Star, May 29), I would like to 
comment on the proposed changes to the refuse 
collections. 

Having just returned from an 18-month spell 
living in Italy, I am in favour of the current 
refuse collection system being changed. In Italy, 
we were provided with brown bins for 
compostable food waste, which was collected 
twice weekly. We were issued with a small brown 
bin for inside the house and a larger brown bin 
for outside the house, which we left on our 
boundary for collections. The waste was stored in 
small biodegradable bags, so once they were 
filled the waste was never exposed to the open 
prior to collection. 

Recyclable waste was collected weekly; however, 
the weekly collections alternated between paper 
and card collections one week and plastics the 
following. Recyclable waste was stored 
in clear plastic bags, making it 
possible for the collection 
teams to see whether any 
non-recyclable waste had 
found its way into the 
wrong bag (which would 
result in a refuse not being 
collected). Non-recyclable waste 
was collected weekly and was 
stored in yellow bags. 

Whilst the Italian model may not 
suit Harlow, I do feel that the 
current system is not doing 
enough to recycle and probably 
not doing enough with the 
compostable waste that we all 
produce. I understand the concerns 
of people worried about fortnightly 
collections and I can appreciate the 
worries over the summer months 
with reduced collections and the 
warm weather. In Italy, the 
temperature averaged mid-30s and 



last summer peaked at 40 degrees. These 
temperatures did not present issues to the refuse 
collection system. 

With the changing times in the political make-up 
of Harlow Council, maybe it’s time to change the 
way we do certain things. I for one would be 
happy to accept positive changes to the waste 
management situation in Harlow and am hopeful 
that any change would make people think more 
about the waste they produce and what happens 
to it once it is collected.

I speak as the wife of a member of ticket office 
staff who has had to witness body parts strewn 
across the tracks and went back to work a couple of 
days later whilst still having flashbacks to the scene 
and having to listen to people complaining because 
the death made them late for work. 

I can only imagine what it must be like for the 
drivers of the trains involved who see the person 
jump but can do nothing to stop the train and end 
up with body parts over the front of or even inside 
their cab. How do these drivers ever manage to get 
into a train again? Newspaper headlines never 
mention the traumatised staff left behind for whom 
counselling never quite rids them of the images. 
Perhaps instead of putting the blame for railway 
suicides in the Harlow area on the rail company, 

Bill Rammell would be better off asking why so 
many people in the area are that depressed/mentally 
ill that they want to end their lives. 

I would be the first to condemn railway companies 
for accidents caused by shoddy workmanship or bad 
rail maintenance, but please give them a break. If 
someone is that desperate to end their life by 
jumping in front of a train, they will, and nothing 
that the rail company can do will prevent it.

SIR, My wife returned home after four months, 
having had a very serious stroke and a week later 
she was taken to Princess Alexandra Hospital with 
an infection. 

She was fully dressed on entry to hospital. Two 
weeks later she was discharged, sent home without 
a phone call and only for me to discover that she 
was wearing a hospital nightdress and two sheets. 

I immediately phoned the ward and was told she 
had got no clothes to wear. Only two days earlier, 
myself and a ward sister had checked that she had 
got clothes to wear and everything was in order. 

I had quite a long (and heated) discussion with the 
junior nurse who had got my wife ready for 
discharge. She then passed me over to the ward 
sister, who told me that they were far too busy to 
look for missing clothes. 

Having not received the clothes or a phone call I 
then contacted my wife’s social worker to 
investigate and she was told that the hospital, ie, 
Lister Ward, could not be held responsible for 
clothing belonging to patients. 

Two days after, I contacted Patient Advice and 
Liaison Service at PAH, requesting them to sort the 
problem out. 

Eventually, 10 days after my wife’s release, the 
ward clerk telephoned to say that the clothes my 
wife had left behind had been found. They were 
subsequently returned without any word of apology 
or anything. 

As far as I am concerned, the clothes should have 
been, and probably were, in the same wardrobe as 
when she arrived.

PAH cashing 
in on parking

Chance to help out 


PRINCESS Alexandra Hospital col¬ 
lects more than £60,000 a month in 
parking charges, half of which is 
siphoned off by a private firm. 

The PAH NHS Trust revealed its park¬ 
ing profits after the BBC disclosed the 
sums made by UK hospitals. 

Although the BBC found PAH raked in 
£318,164 in the 2004-05 financial year - the 
most recent period for which figures are avail¬ 
able - the Trust admitted this week that the 
amount has more than doubled since. 

Parking fees are £2 for up to three hours, £3 
for up to six hours and £5 for over six. Some 
UK hospitals make more than £lm. 

The extent to which parking is used as an 
income stream by hospitals has attracted criti¬ 
cism from several patient groups, as well as the 
Taxpayers’Alliance pressure group. 

Harlow Pensioners’Action Association chair¬ 
man Les Coben this week backed calls for 
change, stating: “I think most people who have 
used the hospital recently will agree that the 
cost of parking is exorbitant. For older people 
who might have to visit the hospital regularly, 
these punishing parking fees are a big deal.” 

However, a trust spokesman defended the 
charges, saying about half the income goes to 
private firm Excell Parking Services, which 
manages the car parks and security, and the bal¬ 
ance goes to investment in patient services.

Smartwater is a colourless solution 
used to mark valuables and which 
can only be read by specialist 
equipment. 

Each school will receive a pack that 
has its own forensic code registered 
to the school. The solution is easy to 
apply, virtually impossible to remove 
and only detectable under 
ultraviolet light. More importantly, 
it is a proven deterrent to thieves. 
Harlow neighbourhood policing 
inspector Bob Adams said: “The aim 
of Smartwater is to deter and detect 
those who steal from our schools. 
“Once all the school equipment is 
marked it will definitely help deter 
thieves as it makes it harder for the 
thief to sell the property on and 
most second-hand shops use an 
ultra-violet lamp to check for such 
markings.”

Fifty years of 

worship 


lHE David Livingstone 
United Reformed 
Church in Maddox 
Road, Harlow, has just 
celebrated 50 years of 
worship at the site. 

One of many non-conformist 
Christian groups in the town, it 
takes its name from the Scottish 
missionary, explorer and anti¬ 
slavery crusader and can trace its 
history back to December 1954 
when a letter appeared in the 
local newspaper. 

Written by E.D. Miller, it expressed 
an interest in starting a church for 
this part of the new town. 

It was from this starting point that 
Mr Miller and his wife recruited Mr 
and Mrs E.J. Quinn and Mr H Du nn . 
The five founding members 
organised their first service in The 
Dashes Common Room in March 
1955 and seven months later the 
church's first minister, Rev Geoff 
Satchell, was inducted. 

By 1958 the church had grown

significantly, boasting 50 members 
and - aptly for the ‘Pram Town’ - up 
to 100 children. When the church 
building was constructed, original 
plans for a manse on the site had to 
be scrapped and the minister was 
instead accommodated in a house 
provided by Harlow Development 
Corporation. 

The next 50 years proved turbulent 
at times as the number of 
worshippers fluctuated. Vandalism 
was also a problem and by the 1990s 
the building was severely 
dilapidated, threatening the future of 
the church. 

Member Derrick Hills explained: 


“The minister of the day, John 
Wheaton, and the elders entered into 
negotiation with the Methodist 
Housing Association to take over the 
land, build flats to let and provide a 
new smaller church on the site. 
“After extremely long and complex 
negotiations the scheme got the go- 
ahead and while the building was 
being carried out the members spent 
a very happy time sharing worship 
with Trinity URC in Hare Street. 
“The patient, faithful congregation 
eventually moved into the present 
building in 2002.” 

# ANOTHER Harlow church, the 
Redeemer Lutheran Church in Bush 
Fair, is looking to record its history 
in the town which also dates back to 
1955. Any Star readers who have 
photographs or memories of those 
early days should contact us and we 
will pass everything on. 


David delivered 
town telegrams 

S AY hello to Harlow telegram boy David 
Knight, pictured in his smart Royal 
Mail uniform around 1940.

“I was based at the Post Office 
which is still there in Old Harlow, but twice 
a week I had to cover for the sub-offices as 
well,” he said.

A SLIGHT clarification to last 
week's memories of former 
reporter Bridget McAlpine about 
Harlow Council back in the 1960s. 
Council press officer at the time 
Derek Hawes writes: “It is true no 
journalists were allowed into 
committee meetings but when I 
arrived in 1964 one of the first 
things I recommended was that this 
should be changed. 

“It was, of course, opposed by 
many councillors and most chief 
officers. However, after a fierce 
debate in private in the Labour 
group, the change was made and 


committees became open.” 

Mr Hawes added: “The government 
regulation to which Bridget refers 
came later so Harlow was, for some 
years, one of the only councils in 
Britain with open committees.”

HARLOW may be watching over 
its closest-run election battle 
ever as voters go to the polls 
today.

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New appeal to solve mystery of motorway death 


POLICE have issued a fresh appeal 
for information into the death last 
year of a Slovakian man found seri¬ 
ously injured on the Ml 1 at Harlow 
in the early hours of the morning. 

An inquest into the death of 
Michal Droppa (25) is due to resume 


the incident. 

Mr Droppa, who had been living 
in Brighton for 18 months, was 
found lying seriously injured in the 
inside lane. It is believed he was 
struck by a vehicle which did not 
stop.

CONTROVERSIAL 
proposals to relocate 
Pets’ Corner from its 
current site in Harlow 
Town Park have been 
scrapped following pub¬ 
lic outcry. 

Harlow Council has been 
forced into a U-turn over 
plans to move the popular 
children’s attraction to a 
new location next to Altham 
Grove. 

A new set of proposals cur¬ 
rently on display in the Civic 
Centre show Pets’ Corner 
remaining in its current loca¬ 
tion while outlining significant 
cosmetic improvements and 
extended facilities - including a 
new picnic area, a cafe and an 
improved education centre.

A SPACECRAFT is beaming 
back images of Mars after 
landing on the surface of 
the red planet. 

Phoenix was sent to Mars to try to 
discover if the atmosphere there 
could support life forms. 

It took more than nine months to 
arrive at its destination, travelling 
a total of 422,000,000 miles. The 
landing comes four years after 
robots were blasted on to the 
planet’s surface to explore its 
many rock formations. 

Despite previous explorations 
being carried out on Mars, 
Phoenix is the first spacecraft to 
be deployed to the planet’s ice 
poles to see if they contain any 
molecules which could support 
life. It will do this by deploying an 
8ft arm to burrow into a layer of 
ice before heating it up and 
examining it. 

Scientists think the expanse of ice 
was once a vast lake which was 
there when the planet's 
atmosphere was more like that of 
Earth's. 

During the three-month trip, soil 
and rocks will also undergo 
analysis as Phoenix looks for any 
signs that there was - or still is - 
life on the four-billion-year-old 
planet.

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Sculpture-inspired art brightens empty unit 



EMPTY shop units in Harlow’s 
Harvey Centre and West Gate 
Square may be an all-too- 
common sight, but work to 
brighten up their windows is well 
underway. 

As part of the town’s Window 
Works scheme, Harlow’s rich 
artistic heritage has been explored 
by Harlow College diploma 
students.

Alfred recalls a war on 
the run as an escapee

NERVE-jangling true stories of a Harlow 
resident’s escape from Italian prisoner of 
war camps have been published. 

It was in the darkest days of the Second World 
War when a young soldier called Alfred 
Nisbett, now 88 and living in The Hoo, was 
sent from one Italian POW camp to the next. 
He escaped but was still behind German lines in 
central Italy when the Marchetti family took in 
Alfred and his friend and spent the next 10 months 
helping the pair get back behind Allied lines and to 
relative safety. 

The Athena-published autobiography is titled 
Always Tomorrow: Sempre Domani and Mr 
Nisbett’s time with the Marchetti family is fully 
chronicled. 

“They fed us, clothed us and hid us before we 
eventually got back and I am friends with them to 
this day,” said Alfred. “I have been back to visit 
them on several occasions and they have been to 
see me here.” 

The book also explains in detail how he made his 
incredible journey back into Allied territory. 

“From the Marchetti’s home in L’Aquila we 
naturally headed south,” he said. “One afternoon, 
we were in the mountains and we saw a jeep 
coming towards us and we obviously assumed it 
was Germans or Italians, but then we noticed they 
were wearing tin hats and realised they were 
British. The driver congratulated us on our escape. 
“Our parents even received a letter saying we had 
escaped - I have still got mine.” 

The story, which takes place between 1943-44, is 
available in bookshops and online for £5.95.

BEN Affleck in a good film? Well, 
not exactly, as the veteran of such 
classic Razzie-baiting fare as 
Pearl Harbour and Gigli has 
sensibly opted to remain behind 
the camera for his directorial 
debut. 

And perhaps a bigger surprise is that 
the film is not just good, it’s very 
good - a complex, brooding neo- 
noir thriller adapted from the 
exceptional novel by Dennis Lehane 
which effortlessly outperforms all 
expectations. 

But Ben isn’t the only Affleck who 
deserves credit, with younger (and, in 
the acting department, notably more 
talented) brother Casey taking the lead 
role following a triumphant supporting 
part in last year’s The Assassination Of 
Jesse James By The Coward Robert 
Ford. 

He plays tough private eye Patrick 
Kenzie, raised on the wrong side of the 
tracks in a Boston slum and more than 
willing to bend the rules a little for his 
clients. 

Working alongside his partner and 
girlfriend Angie Gennaro (Michelle 
Monaghan), Kenzie spends most of his 
time tracking missing down-and-outs 
with unpaid debts, so when the pair are 
offered the chance to find little girl lost 
Amanda McCready (Madeline O’Brien), 
they initially refuse. 

But when the missing four-year-old’s 
desperate aunt Beatrice (Amy Madigan) 
pleads with them to take the case 
because of their inside-out knowledge 
of the neighbourhood, Kenzie and 
Gennaro reluctantly agree and enter the 
town’s murky underbelly of violent drug 
gangs, warped paedophile rings and 
intimidating loan sharks. 

Given hush-hush police support by Ed 
Harris’ intense Detective Remy Bressent 
- who lost his own daughter in similar 
circumstances years before - the private 
eyes soon uncover a complicated web 
of false leads, dead ends and 
inconceivable truths, racking up the 
tension for the final act where a moral 
dilemma threatens to destroy their 
relationship, their sanity and even their 
lives.

VEROCIFERO 

Ladytron (album, Nettwerk) 

Once upon a time, Ladytron seemed like a tantalising 
taste of a sleazy synth-pop future where man and 
machine live in harmony and everyone wears shiny 
silver suits and have names like Zolgar and Danzet. 
But as time rolls on and with the invention of the 
hover-car still some way off, this bunch of bouffanted 
fashionistas are beginning to resemble a bleak, 
Orwellian version of The Jetsons. Current single 
Destroy Everything You Touch aside, the album fails 
to claw back any of the ’Tron’s faltering credibility, 
ultimately sentencing them to be filed away in Room 
101 alongside The Cooper Temple Clause. 

TUNED TO LOVE 

The Loose Salute (album, Heavenly) 

Kicking off with something of a Beach Boys vibe, this 
rapidly descends into a sub-Thrills kind of countrified 
Beautiful South. Pretty much all of these tunes have 
been done a million times before and there is little in 


the way of any new twist, whether it's the keyboard- 
demo drum parts or the cheesy lead guitar licks. The 
closest thing to a USP is the male/female split vocals - 
fine, in general, but no technique is brilliant by 
default and the harmonies here are nothing to write 
home about. 

THESE ARE OUR HANDS 

Rotary Ten (album, Xtra Mile) 

Another mouthy Sheffield band make a bid for 
superstardom with their debut album, but unlike a 
certain bunch of Monkeys their tunes fall somewhat 
short of the benchmark. They've got their indie 
shopping list right - stop-start guitars, angular hooks, 
occasional yelps and studied cool - but they haven’t 
quite got the nous to bring it all together. When they 
do stray from the overbearingly generic Woolworths 
indie of Counting At Me and These Men Are Made Of 
Rust there’s a glimmer of a spark of potential 
brilliance (the drums and bass onslaught of Strategy) 
but they've got a long way to go before they reach the 
dizzy heights of their local peers. 


Miss and The Bohemian Girl. 

The format of mixing up features with shorts works 
very well, although purists will see little point in 
adding colourised versions of some short films but 
that’s a small gripe when faced with such a wealth 
of timeless hilarity.

Fantasy butts heads with reality to uneven effect in 
this debut from Jake Paltrow, brother of actress 
Gwyneth. 

Martin Freeman is Gary, a former musician who’s 
seen better days and, when not composing trite ad 
jingles, spends most of his time escaping his 
caricature bitchy girlfriend Dora (Paltrow) and 
annoyingly successful ex-bandmate (a delightfully 
smarmy turn from Simon Pegg) by diving headlong 
into sleep to dream of his perfect seductive 
woman, Anna (Penelope Cruz). 

But when he encounters Anna in real life, in the 
guise of fatuous model Melanie, he finds she’s a 
long way from what he’d hoped - and then Dora 
begins to crop up in his nocturnal fantasies. 

It’s a good-looking film with likeable leads but 
unfortunately they play characters who are 
anything but, and the film lacks narrative 
momentum or much in the way of laugh-out-loud 
humour.

A British Easy Rider played for amiable laughs, this 
enjoyable road movie sends three bikers off into 
the wilds of Wales on a mission to score a 
significant wedge of a new strain of cannabis from 
a mysterious hippy dealer. 

Fred (Gary Stretch) is finding himself torn between 
his feckless outlaw lifestyle and the pull of 
responsibility towards his ex and their young 
daughter, Tyg (Geoff Bell) is just up for a lark but 
dreams of heading off into the USA’s wild blue 
yonder and Grouch (Phil Daniels) is so perpetually 
off his face on a cocktail of recreational highs that 
he barely knows what planet he’s on. 

Just getting there appears to be challenge enough 
for the trio, but matters get seriously out of hand 
when they inadvertently find themselves caught up 
in a blood feud between local bikers and a group 
from Wessex, shortly before they embark on the 
mother of all magic mushroom trips in the very 
woods which may just be home to a panther. 
Writer/director John Ivey has modest ambitions, 
and in place of improbably sharp one-liners is 
happy to deliver a running stream of knockabout 
humour and chuckles as the three friends stumble 
from one dazed state to another and slowly arrive 
at personal enlightenment. 

He likes his movies too, and beyond the obvious 
comparisons to Easy Rider and Withnail & /, he 
variously references An American Werewolf In 
London, Zulu and Sergio Leone’s spaghetti 
westerns, among others, and it’s all topped off with 
a generally excellent soundtrack (although it could 
have done with playing up the rock elements over 
the more traditional orchestral music).

RADIO ON 

(BFI, 18, retail) 

It’s always interesting (perhaps because it so rarely 
happens) to watch critics putting their necks on the 
line by trying their hand at the very craft they spend 
so much time analysing and judging in others. 

Chris Petit was a film reviewer with Time Out when 
he made this fascinating 1979 road movie, and he 
was lucky enough to secure the support of cult 
director Wim Wenders and even had loan of the 
latter’s regular cameraman Martin Schafer to 
capture the bleak monochrome chill of a country 
slipping into the grasping clutches of the dead hand 
of Thatcherdom. 

David Beames plays young London DJ Robert, who 
sets off on the road to Bristol to look into the 
apparent suicide of his brother. 

As with the best movies of this genre, the journey’s 
the thing and Robert’s odyssey takes him through 
an almost phantasmagorical landscape of creeping 
urbanisation, decaying factories and assorted lost 
souls caught in the hinterland between the slow 
death of political idealism and the harsh monetary 
mechanics of the new era. 

On his travels, he encounters an unsettling soldier 
who’s deserting rather than face another tour of 
duty in Northern Ireland, a garage mechanic (a 


very early appearance by Sting) who dreams of 
being Eddie Cochran and a young German woman 
searching for her missing daughter. In each case, 
Robert’s exchanges with them feel difficult and 
stilted, as if neither disenchanted party can find the 
language to properly communicate. 

But into this void of words, Petit pours music; 

Radio On has a superb new wave soundtrack to 
give an idea of what’s going on inside the heart and 
mind of its central character. Included are David 
Bowie’s German language version of Heroes, 

Robert Fripp, Ian Dury, Devo, The Rumour, 
Wreckless Eric and Lene Lovich, but towering 
tonally over them all is Kraftwerk, whose cold 
alienated electro is the perfect accompaniment to 
this haunting snapshot in time.

T ALK about the big 
build-up. Having to 
follow the 
phenomenal 
success story that 
was the 206 is a task that 
would be beyond most cars. 
Peugeot has stepped up to 
the plate with the 207, a 
model that’s bigger and, it 
trusts, better in almost 
every way. 

Pivotal to the success of the range 
are the diesel models, and the 
French company hasn’t taken the 
task of developing top-notch, small- 
capacity diesel engines lightly Small 
wonder that BMW came knocking 
when looking for a company to show 
it how to build such units. 

There’s a choice of three diesel 
engines. These consist of second- 
generation, common-rail, high- 
pressure, direct-injection 
powerplants and start with a 1.4- 
litre HDi producing 70bhp, followed 
by a 1.6-litre HDi 16-valve delivering 
90bhp and a range-topping version 
of the same engine with a variable 
geometry turbocharger that helps it 
produce llObhp. 

All these units are a result of the 
joint venture between PSA Peugeot 
Citroen and BMW Group, the 207 
being the first Peugeot model to use 
them. You’ll also find a version in 
the MINI range in case you were 
wondering what BMW gets from the 
deal. 

Although few can hold a candle to 


the Germans when it comes to 
producing larger diesel engines, 
engineering a high-efficiency 
compact unit takes more than just 
lopping a couple of cylinders off or 
whittling the engine’s capacity 
down. 

Fiendishly complicated non-linear 
thermodynamics mean that 
although the principles are the 
same, the practice of building a 
small diesel is quite different and 
Peugeot has long been at the 
forefront of this particular field. 
These diesel engines are a case in 
point. The 1.4-litre features a 
combined economy figure of 
62.7mpg and will get to 60mph in 
15.1 seconds, not bad considering 
the size of the 207 - it’s a big hunk of 
metal. 

Step up to the 90bhp 1.6-litre and 
fuel consumption remains 
identically healthy at 62.7mpg, but 
it’s usefully pacier, breaching 60mph 
from rest in 11.5 seconds. 

There’s a £1,100 premium to move 
from 1.4 to 1.6-litre. 

Finally, there are the most 
interesting models of the lot - the 
1.6-litre llObhp cars. Fuel 
consumption here is trimmed to 
58.7mpg, but this engine will allow 
the 207 to hit 60mph in 10 seconds 
dead and keep going to 120mph. 
Three trim levels are offered in this 
guise: SE, Sport and the more 
aggressive-looking GT. 

The 207 HDi 110 GT is an 
undeniably handsome piece of 
styling, the big front grille now 
starting to rest easier on the eye 


than when it was first introduced, 
and the elegantly tapered rear 
profile gives the car a squat, 
dynamic stance on the road. 

This is helped by 17-inch alloy 
wheels which fill the wheel arches 
quite convincingly and, when 
finished in white, it’s a real head 
turner, looking like an emigre from 
a rally stage in the best Peugeot 
tradition. 

The chromed fog lamps peer beadily 
out from each side of the grille, and 
while it’s neither as pretty nor as 
cohesive a piece of styling as the 
206, it undeniably has more 
presence. 

The engine lacks a tiny bit of torque 
at the very bottom of its rev range, 
but it pulls strongly thereafter, 
reminding you to give it a little 
more in the way of revs than you 
often would with a turbodiesel 
hatch. Think of it as Peugeot’s way 
of keeping you on your mettle. 
Everything about the 207 feels better 
the harder you drive the car. The 
rather numb electrically-assisted 
power steering weights up very 


nicely when you get your game face 
on and the suspension offers far 
better composure than the old 206. 
The 207 is also a whole lot easier to 
see out of than its predecessor. 
Sitting inside the new 207, you can 
immediately sense that this car is 
far removed from the 206 in terms of 
its quality and elegance. Plus the 
207, even in its most basic trim level, 
is head and shoulders above its 
equivalent 206 model in refinement. 
The elegant centre panel houses all 
the usual heating, ventilation and 
audio switches, and the binnacle 
behind the steering wheel features 
three circular dials, mirroring those 
usually seen on a motorcycle. The 
overall effect is very pleasing and 
gives the impression of a very 
upmarket product. 

The front seats are comfortable and 
appear to give good support. In the 
rear, as with most vehicles in this 
sector, the available space is rather 
limited to the size of the passenger 
and driver seated in the front. With 
the front seats fully extended 
backwards, the space in the back 


can be a bit restricted. This is the 
207’s Achilles heel and families 
would do well to consider that 
despite being the joint biggest car in 
the class on the outside, the 207 
comes plum last when it comes to 
rear seat space. 

Safety has been designed into the 
207 and the car has earned a five- 
star rating from the EuroNCAP 
tests. The 207’s front end contains 
two impact absorption structures 
borrowed from the 407 that 
distribute impact energy more 
efficiently in the event of a 
collision. Sill reinforcements and 
tubular bars in the doors aid 
structural rigidity 
Numerous airbags are installed in 
the 207 and the front two ‘adaptive’ 
airbags have a dual-generator 
function that can vary their 
pressures according to the severity 
of the impact. Side airbags and 
curtain airbags feature as standard 
or as an option, depending on the 
model level. All 207s are fitted with 
two 3-point Isofix mountings in the 
rear outer seats, each of which can 
accommodate a child’s Isofix car 
safety seat. 

The 207 will have its work cut out to 
replicate the success of its 
predecessor, but it gets a decent 
start with these three diesel-engined 
models. There are some very 
talented rivals about, not least of 
which is Renault’s latest - and very 
spacious - Clio, but Peugeot is 
confident of history repeating. Time 
will tell.
